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What About The Canada Pension Plan? 

I've now reached the age where the very 
word "Pension" has a lovely ring to it, so I 
read about the Canada contributory wage-re¬ 
lated Pension Plan in a sympathetic mood. I 
would probably not hove too many years in 
which 1 would have to contribute, but at re¬ 
tirement I'd hove a very nice little pension . . 
most of it paid for by somebody else. Should 
i look a gift horse in the mouth? 

Well, many of the gifts I hove had in this 
life have'cost me a great deal more than those 
things I went out and bought for myself. So 
1 did take a look at this gift horse, and I have 
grave doubts about whether I wont it or not. 

Added to my own doubts ore the words of 
experts in the actuarial field. They have said 
the plan is unsound, and I'm inclined to be¬ 
lieve them. Politicians draw attractive ideas 
out of politicol hats in order to dangle plums 
before the voters. They leave it to the techni¬ 
cal people, in the government service, to try 
to work out the details - and sometimes those 
details can be uncommonly difficult. I recall 
that the Unemployment Insurance scheme 
was one that just didn't work out as planned; 
and I would not like to see Canadians start 
a pension fund that had cracks in it. The 
whole thing is tar too important to engage in 
without a great deal of thought. Contribu¬ 
tions to such 0 plan could take about ten per 
cent of a man's weekly wage. 

I cannot bring myself to believe that any 


political party has my personal welfare so 
much at heart that it wishes, at once, to work 
but a pension plan tor me, and that it will 
brook no delay in doing me good 1 suspect 
that this great speed is due to a desire to win 
friends and influence voters. 

Perhaps Canada can afford some sort of 
wage-deduction pension plan. Certainly we 
cannot afford an unsound one. While it may 
be attractive to oldsters like me, it could be 
disastrous tor our sons and daughters who 
will have to try to pay tor it out of their earn¬ 
ings. And it such a plan tailed, it would be 
disastrous tor all of us. 

It seems to me that it would be wise tor 
the government to delay this plan until the 
experts have all been heard. To force it on 
the public would be a great mistake.

Reflector Improves Power Company Communications 



This microwave reflector, with 
the bottom half of its board in¬ 
stalled. overlooks the forebay of 


the Kananaskis Hydro Flant, eight 
miles away and almost half a 
mile below. 


A billboard-type microwave re¬ 
flector, the first of its kind to be 
used in .Alberta, was recently erect¬ 
ed on the Pigeon Mountain look¬ 
out south of Seebe. The reflectoi' 
was installed by Calgary Power 
Ltd. to improve communication to 
and from its key control centre at 
Seebe. 

The installation is perched about 
2,000 feet above and overlook ng 
the Bow Valley, It does not incor¬ 
porate any sending or receiving 
apparatus of its own, making use 
of the billiard technique for bounc¬ 
ing high frequency radio waves to 
their destination. 

The 16’x20’ aluminum-faced board 
was assembled in four sections 
after hauling concrete for foot¬ 
ings, steel framework, and other 
parts up the rugged face of the 
last 200 feet above the Pigeon 
Mountain forestry lookout. 

The site places the installation in 
the direct path of the radio waves 
from the microwave transmitter 
and receiver located 30 miles east 
near the town of Cochrane. 

The Company’s communications 
system serves most of its 75,000 
square mile service area. Conver¬ 
sion to microwave was started in 
1961 in order to serve the expand¬ 
ing system of electric power gen¬ 
eration and distribution facilities 
of the Company, at the same time 
providing a greater number of 
channels and reducing radio inter¬ 
ference between channels.

C.S.B. Series Sales 
At New High 

The Minister of Finance, The 
Hon. Walter L. Gordon announced

Signal For 
Your Own Good 

Modern automobiles are equip¬ 
ped with devices by which a driver 
may signal his turns. But signals 
are useless unless they are prop¬ 
erly operated. It does no good for 
a motorist to switch on his car's 
turn signal after he has started to 
turn, claims the Canadian High¬ 
way Safety Council. It gives the 
impression the driver believes the 
turn signal is there to help his car 
get around that corner, or that 
the last-minute signal covers the 
letter of the law. It is no help to 
traffic in front or behind. Failure 
to signal in time could easily cre¬ 
ate an accident. For example, an 
approaching motorist, seeing no 
turn signal ahead, would believe 
no other driver intended to turn, 
then make the turn himself to 
find another vehicle in front of 
him—too late. 

Another peril occurs when the 
motorist fails to turn off the sig¬ 
nal. A driv'er waiting for a gap 
in passing traffic to permit him to 
enter an intersection sees a cat 
approaching from his left, signal 
ling a right-hand turn. He is well 
within his rights to proceed, as 
long as no other obstacle is pres¬ 
ent. Then the signalling car fails 
to make the turn for which the 
driver is signalling, and a serious 
accident results. 

A motorist who ^ubbornly de¬ 
clines to accommodaie other driv¬ 
ers by letting them know his in¬ 
tentions can place himself in great 
danger. Signalling every moment 
well in advance is a protection to 
the motorist. Without a signal, 
other drivers have no way of know¬ 
ing his intentions and failure to 
signal, or signalling too late, can 
be disastrous.

We all want Highway No. 3 made 
an alternate Trans-Canada High¬ 
way to No. 1. This is a follow 
through on suggestions made by 
the Alberta Tourist Association 
and the Crows Nest Pass Chamber 
of Commerce. I am submitting this 
copy of Hansard in an attempt to 
keep you informed and there may 
be parts you would like to draw on 
for publication. 

Information has been given to 
five new industries that have made 
inquiries concerning the Crows 
Nest Pass.

House of Commons 
October 18, 1943— 

Mr. Kindt: Mr. Chairman, I wel¬ 
come the opportunity of putting a 
few questions and thoughts before 
the Minister of Public Works in 
relation to . the highway develop¬ 
ment program. 

An hon. Member: Louder. 

Mr. Kindt: Are you hearing me 
over there, or was that a facetious 
remark? If so, I shall be glad to 
accommodate you. 

An hon. Member: Be careful, 
ve will not sell your wheat? 

Mr. Kindt: We are not talking 
about wheat; we are talking about 
highways. The hon. member’s fa¬ 
cetious remark about wheat will 
be dealt with in due course when 
the estimates having to do with 
wheat and the Department of Agri¬ 
culture are before the house. 

To return to the subject of high¬ 
ways and highway development, a 
.subject dear to my heart and to 
the hearts of the people I repre¬ 
sent, we in the Crows Nest Pass 
and that area extending from Me¬ 
dicine Hat through Pincher Creek, 
Cowley, Blairmore, Hillcrest, Cole¬ 
man, Fernie and Nelson to Van¬ 
couver have been asking that No. 

3 highway be made an alternate 
trans-Canada highway to No. 1. 1 
am glad to see that the hon. mem¬ 
ber for Kootenay East is prepared 
to support me. 

, (Mr. Cashio). 

He represents the constituency to 
the west of me, and if there is one 
thing that the people are saying to 
him and also to me it is that the 
time is long past that the parlia¬ 
ment of Canada should co-operate 
with the provinces to make high¬ 
way No. 3 an alternate trans-Can¬ 
ada highway. I hope the Minister 
of Public Works is listening to me, 
because I am wondering why in the 
estimates now before us there is a 
JIO million cut in the highway ap¬ 
propriation to the provinces. I 
should like to ask the minister if, 
a.= a result of this $10 million cut, 
he was forced to forego any con¬ 
sideration of a contribution to¬ 
wards making this No. 3 highway 
an alternative route to No. 1. 

What we need in southern Al¬ 
berta and southern British Colum¬ 
bia is an all-weather highway,— 
one which can be travelled in any 
month of the year without fear of 
being blocked by snowfalls or ice 
conditions. The only western route 
on which one can be sure of that 
is the one which I have described 
branching off through Medicine 
Hat and going west through the 
Crows Nest Pass. 

Many years ago the people of 
the Crows Nest Pass area felt that 
through the Crows Nest Pass, 
through Nelson and on to Van¬ 
couver. However, vested interests 
in Calgary and Banff were suc¬ 
cessful in having the present route 
established. We have no quarrel 
with that. However, we do say 
that the alternative southern route 
should be established. I should like 
the Minister of Public Works, who 
is responsible for the highways, to 
go out ahd visit the area. I shall 
be glad at any time to take him 
over that route, and I am sure 
the hon. member for Kootenay 
East would join with me. We would 
give him a first-hand glimpse of 
that part of the country and give 
him an idea of the merit of my 
suggestion at this time. 

This road has been black-topped 
most of the way by the provincial 
departments of highways. However 
in order to bring the road up to 
federal standards, and in order to 
take care of the tourist traffic in 
that area, other work would be 
necessary. The tourist traffic is 
imporUnt to the people <rf that 
area, so it is important that an 
all-weather road be established for 
travellers who wish to go from the 
prairie provinces to Vancouver 
during the winter or any time of 
year, on business or for pleasure. 

If I might finish my wigmal 
tbmight, I should like the Minister 


of Public Works to visit that area. 

I know that he is new at his job 
and he cannot be expected to 
know everything about every corn¬ 
er of the country. Has the minis¬ 
ter ever been to the west to fa¬ 
miliarize himself with the condi¬ 
tions that exist there? He is nod¬ 
ding his head, indicating that he 
has. I shall, therefore, expect 
action from him to make this No. 

3 highway an alternate route for 
the people of that area.The Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce of the Crows 
Nest Pass area has been able re¬ 
cently to obtain from the provin¬ 
cial government a promise to de¬ 
velop a provincial park in the area 
which has the greatest tourist at¬ 
tractions of any part of Canada. 
There is the Frank Slide and beau¬ 
tiful scenery including Crows Nest 
Mountain, apd many other at¬ 
tractions in that area. 

I notice that there has been $10 
million cut from the appropria¬ 
tion and I am wondering if this 
government wants to curtail these 
important developments, or are 
they in financial difficulties and 
trying to balance their budget by 
making these cuts? I contend that 
this is no time to be giving con¬ 
sideration to reduction when such 
important matters for employment 
as the development of our high¬ 
way system are being considered. 
A cut of $10 million at this time 
is quite unreasonable . 

In closing I want to say that 
the second largest industry in the 
Dominion of Canada is the tour¬ 
ist industry. We should like the 
Minister of Public Works to give 
earnest consideration to highway 
No. 3. When he is travelling in 
the west with us. I should like 
him to look at another proposed 
road from this route which goes 
through Red Rock canyon in Wa- 
terton Lakes park to Coleman in 
Crows Nest Pass. 

A certain amount of work has 
been done on this route, but it has 
not been completed. We should 
like to have the minister come 
out and familiarize himself with 
this project. Above all, we shall 
look for action just as soon as pos¬ 
sible and hope that construction 
will begin next summer.
